The new Czech President ap- 
peared for the’ first time in his 
uniform as Commander-in-Chiet 
of the Czech army. He reviewed 
troops, watched a, sham battle, 
saw on mock parachute attack on 
an arfeld and received the oath of 
loyalty. ;

Canada holds a key posi- 
tion in the dollar-sterling 
complex, Alone among the 
‘Dominions, Canada is not a 
member of the sterling area. 
This is the inevitable conse- 
quence of her geographical 
Position, Britain has to re- 
gard the Canadian dollar as 
a hard currency,,; which she 
cannot spend freely, either 
on the ‘purchase. of Cana- 
dian goods, or on investment 
in Canadian securities, or on 
visits to Canada, All this 
may tend to make Britons 
forget what a deep debt of 
gratitude. the country owes 
tu Canada for her aid, both 
during and since the war. 
As long ago as 1941 her Fin- 
ance Minister declared. that 
no shortage of dollars would 
impede the movement of 
necessary supplics to Great 
Britain. .This was followed 
by an interest-free loan of 
$700 millions and an outright 


‘| gift of $1,000 millions, made 


at a time when Canada's re- 
serves of, gold and United. 
States dollars were so low as 


almost to force her to. apply |. 


for Land-Lease herself, 
When the United States en- 
tered. the war, Canada ex- 
tended Mutual Aid—the ‘Bri- 
tish Empire equivalent of 
Lend-Lease—on a

In ad- 
dition she wiped-off the slate 
the $425 millions which she 
was entitled to receive in 
payment for the air training 
programme, And all this 
was done by a nation. with 
a population of 12 millions. 

Since 1946 Britain has 
drawn on the Canadian loan, 
much mose rapidly than was 
expected or desired, and the 
result has been to impose a 
serious strain upon Canada. 
Of Canada’s exports, $600 
millions” were made either! 
against the British loan or 
against other export ‘credits 
or Canadian provistons - for 
relief expenditure, and she 
suffered a total loss of $743 
millions of gold'and foreign 
exchange. Canada’s generos- 
ity had another untoward 
consequence in the form of 
inflation. Moreover, while.

gift, she was. paying hard 
American dollara for her im- 
ports from the United States,
